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Town To Get Estimate 
On Street Surfacing 


At the last regular meeting of 
the Vulcan town council, on June 
13, a representative of the en¬ 
gineering firm of C. C. Parker, 
Whitaker and Co. met with coun¬ 
cil to discuss costs of engineering 
and paving certain town streets. 
Council decided to engage this 
company to make a preliminary 
survey on eight blocks as soon as 
possible. 

Recent testing of the streets be¬ 
ing considered for hard-surfacing 
— Centre St. from the CPR depot 
to the golf club entrance and two 
blocks of cross-street, from the 
theatre to the Vulcan Supply Co. 
comer—showed an average of nine 
inches of compacted gravel, which, 
it Is hoped, will meet the govern¬ 
ment standard as the base for four 
inches of hard-top. 

Cost of such project has not yet 
been determined, but the town’s 
engineers will meet this week with 
Gallelli & Sons, the company 
now engaged in hard-topping No. 
23 highway north from Vulcan, to 
get cost estimates. Some levelling 
and lowering of road crowns would 
also be necessary. 

Tentative plans call for the use 
of the government paving grant of 
approximately $23,000 and of the 
town's surplus of about $30,000 in 
financing this work. It is hoped to 
at least get the four main business 
blocks paved this year, but the 
cost of hard-surfacing will be the 
determined factor in just how 
much can be done.

Council¬ 
lors Emelson, Joiner and Ness were 
appointed ns Civil Defence com¬ 
mittee, with power to add to their 
number.

Library Notes . . . 

The Vulcan Public Library 
serves a population of over 5,000 
people. They need books on every 
possible subject and their interests 
and tastes range very widely. A 
public library belongs to all the 
people it serves and must provide 
books to satisfy a tremendous 
variety of readers. We believe that 
freedom to read is essential to our 
democracy. To ban books from our 
collection because some of our 
readers feel that they should be 
kept from others would inevitably 
result in a poor library or none 
at all. It would mean that every 
reader would lose his right to find 
books that meet his needs in his 
library. Some readers in the past 
have objected to passages in the 
Bible and in the works of Shake¬ 
speare, but we could not claim a 
good library if we had agreed to 
remove them from the shelves. We 
must consider the opinions of ail 
our readers. 


When books are bought, they 
are carefuUy checked against re¬ 
views in special library periodicals, 
and since censorship is not a 
library function, we feel that every 
book has a right to be made avail¬ 
able to people who request it. 
Many readers find certain books 
unpleasant, but to many more, the 
same books depict ways of life that 
do exist in some places. 

Attempting to meet the needs of 
so many readers In a continual 
challenge; basically, we believe we 
must protect our public’s right to 
choose their reading, and as we do 
not ban books that may be dis¬ 
agreeable to you, we do not de¬ 
prive you of books that others 
might question. Those books which 
you do not like, do appeal to other 
readers; those which others find 
unappetizing, you may well enjoy. 
Your public library tries to satisfy 
all tastes and all needs, because 
we are after all, one of the Im¬ 
portant democratic institutions left. 
Censorship is not a function of a 
public library.
